WILL ASSUME PEACEFUL DEBTS, 


But Sane of Uncle Sam's Money Will 


Go to Pay Debts Incurred lu -ViJalti's 
Futile Efforts to -Suppress the Fre- 
quent Uprisings. 
Paris, Nov. 1.—Directly after the joint 


session of the peace commission was 
called to order yesterday 
Secretary 


Moore, upon the request of Judge Day. 
passed to Mr. Ferguson, the Interpreter, 
the formulated demands of the United 


i States regarding the Philippines, which 
! were read to the Spaniards in their 


i own tongue by a rapid rendering from 


the English, in \\ hich they were writ- 
ten. 


The reading- disclosed the fact that 


the United States government had de^ 
termined to possess for itself certain 
territory and parcels of land bounded 
by and lying: within such parallels of 
latitude and longitude as mark the 
limits of the Philippine archipelago. 
The United States do not propose as- 
suming the Philippine debt of $40,000,- 
000, but they are willing to be respon- 
sible to Spain for a sum of money equal 
to the actual expenditures by Spain 
in the Philippines for the advantage 
01 the islands and for the good of their 
people, for permanent betterments and 
for improvements, both physical and 
mental. 


The reading of the presentment speci- 


fies that the United States will reim- 
burse Spain to the extent of her "pa- 
cific expenditures" made in the archi- 
pelago. This phrase "pacific expendi- 
tures" is employed to differentiate the 
expenditures by Spain in combatting 
insurrections in the Philippines. 
The

sioners to, be a fair burden upon the 
acquiring power, while the other and 
latter class of expenditures is held to 
have been logically assumed by Spain 
in the inevitable hazard to a nation 
resorting- -to' &nnjs to enforce order in 
1W own territory.

IVhy Onr Soldiers in t7te Island -\Vere 


Forbidden to Eat the Fruit. 


In the long list of suggestions from 


the medical department, all of which 
were disregarded, the ripe mango 
was recommended as an article of diet.' 
But somebody at headquarters issued 
an edict against it and the soldiers 
were called up by the company com- 
manders and told that if they ate the 
fruit they would be punished. 
This 


is the way the company commanders 
addressed their men. 


"Xow, I see that some of you have 


been eating those mangoes in "spite 
of our advice to the contrary. 
Do 


you know what the Cubans call this 
fruit? They call ib 'General Mango,' 
because they say that the mango has 
killed more Spanish soldiers than all 
their generals put together. 
If you 


eat it Ueu. Mango will kill yon, just as 
it has killed the Spaniards. T am told 
on good authority that if you eat a 
.mango every day and then get yellow 
fever you will swell up frightfully and 
surely die. Now, I give you this posi- 
tive order, that not one of you shall 
eat any of this fruit, and I shall pun- 
ish severely any man that disobeys 
the order." 


After such an order the obedient 


regulars generally let the mangoes 
alone, although they were abundant, 
tempting and delicious. The rolun- 
teers ate them more freely without 
any bad result so far as heard from. 
When the Cuban officers and aides 
were asked their opinion as to the 
wholesomeness of the fruit they gen- 


1 erally said : "It is perfectly whole- 
some if eaten ripe ; all these bad 
things rpply to the unripe mango, 
which is sometimes eaten by the 
Spaniards." 
Most of the army doc- 


tors seemed to think that the only 
way to prevent the eating of the un- 
ripe mango was to prohibit the fruit 
altogether. 
There were many cases 


in which even the most obedient regu- 
lars were impelled by thirst and by 
hunger for a bit of fruit to disobey 
the order ; and, as the clear, yellow 
mango is always ripe, while the un- 
ripe fruit is green or greenish, it did 
not take a very high order of intelli- 
gence to discriminate between the 
fruit which was fit to eat and that 
which was unfit. 


It is certainly hard to believe any 


ill of a mango when one looks at it. 
The tree itself is a most beautiful and 
attractive thing. Imagine a tree as 
large as a big Massachusetts oak, cov- 
ered with rich and glossy foliage finer 


- than that of the orange tree, and cov- 
ered al^o with golden fruit nestling 
brilliantly among the green leaves. 
On such a tree there must often be a 
hundred barrels of mangoes, fully 
matured, every one cf which is as 
large as a good-sized pear. In shape 
the mango is not unlike the short and 
thick cucumber, and it has a thin, 
tough skin, which, when matured, 
reveals a mass of the most delicious 
juicy pulp. The only trouble about 
eating the mango is that one needs an 
ablution afterwards. 
Some say that 


I t:ie ideal way is to get into a bathtub, 


{ take the niaiigo, eat it, and then go 


on with the bath. But one is perfect- 
ly willing to take the trouble to f eak 
the ablution for the sake of the fruit. 
And imagine the trees which bear the 
fruit growing wild everr\vher«f and 
also springing up in every garden and 
dooryard ; the largest and finest ones 
were always up on a wild mountain 
side, where apparently no one had 
ever gathered the abounding fruit 
Xor are they a native fruit in Cuba. 
They have been introduced frpm In- 
dia and simply gone wild in the rich 
soil of the island.—Boston Trans- 
script.

The Work Will Continne. 


The divisions of the Baltimore & 


Ohio railroad west of the 
Ohio river 


are to receive the same sort of im- 
provements that have been made on 
the lines east of the Ohio. Not only 
are the grades to be reduced wherever 
it is practicable but very much heav- 
ier motive power is to be introduced. 
In order to carry the additional weight 
the bridges on all the divisions are be- 
ing replaced with heavier structures 
and the track relaid with heavier steel 
rail. It has been demonstrated by ac- 
tual experiment that these changes 
will result in an increase in train load- 
ing in some places of more than 50 per 
cent., the average being about 42 per 
cent. 


It is the hope of the Receivers that 
within the next two years the Balti- 
more & Ohio railroad will be an IS foot 
grade road from Chicago to Baltimore 
with the exception of that portion of it 
which passes over 
the 
mountains, 


where helping- engines will have to be 
used. 


A great many of the estimates for 
the 
different 
portions 
of 
the 


work have been made 
and 
thoso 


who have seen 
the 
plans 
state 
that the work can be done at a sur- 
prisingly low cost considering the re- 
turn. 


It is understood that the policy of 


rehabilitation adopted by the Receiv- 
ers two years ago will be continued by 
the new company after the reorganiza- 
tion.

Bore Off tho I'alm Over All Competitor* 


at tliu Lane Parl* Kjtponltlou. 


In the popular rniud marines are 


synonymous with sailors. As a mat- 
ter of fact they are not sailors at till, 
but soldiers serving in ships.

The marines serve under tbeii' 
own officers,who are graduates of the 
Naval academy, aud wear a uniform 
differing widely from thut of the blue- 
jackets. In fact the uniform of the 
Marine Corps closely resembles that 
of the army, consisting of the familiar 
sky blue trousers and closely buttoned 
dark bine coat with rt.-i trimmings. 
The marines take the j^eatest pride 
in their per SOD al appearance. 
Each 


luen-Lcr of the guard strives to be fit 
all times the pink of perfection. 
His 


clothes always appear new, with trou- 
sers creased as though fresh from the 
hands of a tailor, his belt is pipe- 
clayed to a dazzling whiteness, aud 
his rifle is equally ready for para'lc or 
action. 
This conscientious striving 


toward scrupulous cleanliness has 
borne good fruifc. 
Whenever this 


country is called upon to send a de- 
tachment of soldiers to compete with 
foreign troops the marines arc se- 
lected, because it is recognized that 
they will reiiect credit upon the na- 
tion. 
At the last Paris exposition the 


United States was represented by a 
company of marines under the com- 
mand of Captain Henry Clay Cochrane 
and Lieutenant Paul St. Clair Mur- 
phy. 
Here they carne into competi- 


tion-with all the crack troops of Eu- 
rope, including many of the famous 
royal guards. For neatness of ap- 
peai-ance, soldierly bearing and pre- 
cision of drill the marines bore off the 
palm, being unanimously voted the 
superiors of all their competitors by 
the Paris papers of the day. It caused 
the heart of every visiting American 
to beat with pride to see American 
troops pointed out as model soldiers. 
So marked was this superiority that 
the officers in charge were decorated 
with crosses of the Legion of Honor. 
—New York Sun. 


Umbrellas in the Navy.

stout, weather beaten old sailor in 
Uncle Sam's blue rolled along Broad- 
way ,one recent day with an article of 
the kind spread over his head, the in- 
terest it excited was prolonged and 
sustained.

in his outfit. 
Most of the commis- 


sioned officers do, however, although 
it is never raised aboard ship, no mat- 
ter how much it rains. 
Auy man or 


officer who -would hoist an umbrella 
at sea would become an object of ridi- 
fcule so long as he remained in the 
service. 
But when an officer arrives 


at port he may bring out his umbrella, 
hoist it and even go ashore with it 
over his head without making of him- 
self what the boys would call a ''holy 
show.' 


"Down in tropical countries the 


umbrella is most important, owing to 
the fierceness with which the sun 
shines. If an officer has to go ashore 
there he never neglects to take his 
umbrella, and even the men gen- 
erally try to get hold of the article at 
those hot ports. 


"Umbrellas used by the officers of 


the navy are just the same as you 
people who live ashore use aud just as 
fancy in the handles. 
No 
officer 


comes ashore in his native land rigged 
up in his sea togs. He dresses like a 
private citizen, of course, and so 
makes use of the little conveniences 
of private folk. 


"Looks funny to see a sailor carry- 


ing one of these things? 
Well, I ex- 


pect it does, aud if the lads abcard 
ship caught sight of it they'd have 
more sport with nie thnu a bundle of 
monkeys."—New York Herald. 


THE SPANISH COLONIES. 


Spain Could Learn No LeMan from tlM 


\AM» of 
Her PoMOMloni. 


Theodore S. \Voolsey, professor of 


International law at Yale University, 
has an article in the September Cen- 
tury on "Spain and 
Her 
American 


Colonies." Prof. Woolsey says: 


It has already been said that Eng- 


land learned a lesson of the American 
revolution, while Spain has never heed- 
ed It nor the loss of her own colonies. 
Yet It really was not until fifty years 
ago that their methods sharply di- 
verged. As early as 1773 Spain had 
begun to open her dependencies to 
foreign trade, and early in this cen- 
tury they were allowed to trade with 
one another. 
So, likewise, although 


great changes had been earlier made 
in the English colonies, the spirit of 
monopoly and of a restrictive policy 
was In force until about 1815. So far 
as relates to the evils of the colonial 
system, then, the two were not very 
unlike. But Into the field of adminis- 
trative reform and the grant of auton- 
mous powers to her colonies, Spam 
never had entered. The abuses of tho 
early part of the century characterize 
also Its later years. 
Discrimination 


against the native-born, even of tho 
purest Spanish stock; officials who re- 
gard the colony as a mine to be work- 
ed, not a trust to be administered; 
forced dependence upon the mother 
country for manufactures, even 
for 


produce, so far as duties can effect it; 
Belf-government stifled; representation 
In the cortes denied or.a nullity; a 
civil service unprogressive, ignorant, 
eometimes 
corrupt—compare 
these 


handicaps with the growth, the pros- 
perity, the independence, above all, the 
decent and orderly administration, of 
the colonies of England. 
One of the 


wonderful things in this half-century 
Is that army of British youth, with but 


j little special training or 
genius, or 


j even, perhaps, conscious sympathy for 
! the work, learning to administer the 


i great and growing Indian and colonial 
empire honestly and wisely and well, 
with courage and judgment equal to 
emergencies, animated by an every- 
day working sense of duty and honor, 
but not very often making any fuss or 
phrases about it It is not that Span- 
ish colonial government is- worse than 
formerly, which is costing It now so 
dear, bat that It is no better, while 
the "world's standard has advanced and 
condemns it. Never yet has Spain 
looked at her colonies with their own 
welfare uppermost in her mind. She 
has never outgrown the old mistaken 
theories. Her fault is medievalism, 
alias ignorance.

Merits of <5re«*l Slw-per,*. 


The question of the relative merits 


of steel sleepers as compared with 
wooden ones has long been a vexing 
question to the railroad olEcials hav- 
ing to do with such matters. 
There 


is no doubt now, however, thai steel 
sleepers arc superior to those of wood 
in some cases, according to the report 
of an official of the Xetherland State 
railroad. From this report it appears 
that the Gothard Railroad company of 
Switzerland,now has 70 per cent, of its 
own track laid with iron or steel 
sleepers. They began to use the me- 
tallic sleepers 1G years ago and have 
kept a carefnl watch upon tbem all 
the time. The roa«l is crookcl nirl 
lias long tunnels and steep grades. 
When the sleeper of average weight is 
pat ia it costs abont §1.90, bnt when 
taken out it is still worth Fomeluinc:, 
and the net cost wonld therefore reach 
abont $1.68 each. 
After the first two 


years the cost of keeping Ibe track in 
ouier is decidedly lower with rneLil 
than with wooden sleepers, and the 
lateral displacement of the tracks on 
curves is Jess. In long tunnels the I 
steel sleepers rust, so that they la^t 
only eight or ten years, ami on tan- 
gents in long tunnels woodea sleepers 
are still ased. The reports state that 
except ia ling tnnnels, the sleepers of 
metal will last as long as the rail.— 
Philadelphia Record.

There have been many rumors in this

These 
rumors were not so general, however, as 
to create any uneasiness among the de- 
positors of the bank. Finally the an- 
nouncement was made, last Saturday af- 
ternoon, that there was a shortage-* in 
his accounts, which was ultimately stat- 
ed officially to be about $57,000. 


The expert accountant employed by the 


officials of the bank, and the examiner 
representing the National Governmen^ 
agreed, after carefully going over the ac- 
counts, that the deficit will not exceed 
the amount of $57,000, with a possibility 
of it being greatly reduced. 


The sureties on the bond of the late 


Cashier Alleman are Stephen Kfcfcfer, 
Isaac Loucks and J. W. Gitt, all now 
dead, and D. S. Barnitz. The amount 
of the bond is $30,000, and as D. S. Bar- 
nitz and the estates of the deceased sure- 
ties are solvent, this amount will ulti- 
mately be recovered by the bank, reduc- 
ing the amount short to about $27,000. 
As the.feank-'s last statement, Sept. 20th, 
1898, shows a surplus of $60,000, and un- 
divided profits of $11,368.18, the institu- 
tion is not (inly perfectly solvent.but has 
still a surplus over all its liabilities, in- 
cluding its capital stock, of $44,000.—

fchet'iing and tar paper. 
The sleeping 


hunks iu the men's shanty are along 
the sides of the cabin in a tier two 
deep; this sbantv is the loggers' ren- 
dezvous on cold evenings, and in it 
the <?ni<'H of strong tobacco constant- 
ly lingers. Such is a summer logging 
camp, mid, rough and crude as it may 
seem, it is no ba 1 home for men 
toughened by bard ont-door labor.—

resort to violence. At first he seemed 
to be square, but we began to hear 
whispers about him. It was in 1858 
that he fleeced a young fellow out of 
$3000 — just a plain case of robbery. 
He had let the young fellow win just 
to get him interested, and then aimed 
to rake iu the whole thing. 
Some- 


how the young fellow got hold of the 
wrong cards when there was §9000 in 
the pot. 


The youth reached for all the money 


on the board, but the gambler made a 
grab for it, and took as much as his 
hand would hold. 
Stuffing it into his 


pocket as he ran, he jumped overboard 
and made for the shore. 
By the time 


we realized what was going on he was 
far astern; but the captain sent a 
boat after him, loaded with armed 
men. They had to shoot him and 
break his arm before he would stop. 
That was near the place known as Cat 
island, and we headed the Henrietta — 
that was the name of the boat— for 
the shore. The mate and a dozen men 
did the job, and the inexperienced 
young man from the east got his 
money back. The young fellow left the 
boat at Omaha and came back down the 
river ahead of us. When we returned 
the body of the gambler was still 
hanging to the tree. The other young 
man, who had been fleeced, had come 
to St. Joseph and committed suicide 
on account of remorse. 
His body and 


money was sent back to his father, 
and I heard afterward that the old 
man said that the boy was worth more 
dead than he was alive. He said the 
youth left home with §10 and a new 
suit of clothes. 


"It seems that he knew the cards 


himself, and that he had got the best 
of the man we hanged in a former 
game at Cincinnati. 
We used to feel 


mighty queer after that when we 
passed Cat island in the night. 
I 


never knew why it WES called Cat is- 
land, but imagined it was given the 
name because it was inhabited only 
by cats. I know I could hear their 
cries every time we passed the place 
after that hanging, and it made the 
cold shivers run down my back. There 
is a close connection between cats and 
murders and ghosts, anyway. I have 
wondered a thousand times who the 
man was we hanged on the island that 
night with such little ceremony. He 
was not a young man, but he was a 
handsome fellow, and might have had 
a family somewhere. I have wondered 
if some woman and little children did 
not wait years and years for him to 
come back, and wonder what had be- 
come of him. 
They might have be- 


lieved him to be an honest man, en- 
gaged in a legitimate business, and 
might have loved him just as well. I 
don't believe the body was ever taken 
off the island, but I don't 
know what became of it.

THE ISLAND IS A NATURAL PARADISE 


FOR WHEELMEN. 


^ iTlnj Pic t tiros'] uo Beauty of the Scenerj 


In Sure to Attract tho Attention of th« 
American CycliMt—The Militant Apostle 
of lift tor IMlglivrzyq 
1* General Stone.

It might seem a trifle premature to 


considei Cu'^a as a favorite resort for 
wheelmen. 
The island is not now 


blessed with many roads available for 
anything more than mule trains, but 
the militant apostle of good roads, 
General Hoy Stone, has shown in 
Porto Bico what a little Yankee ener- 
gy can do for the improvement of 
highways and, of course, the same 
can be done iu Cuba, and doubtless 
will be done now that the island has 
ceased to be a colony of Spain. For 


' one thing, the picturesque beauty of 
-, the island, enhanced by the charm of 


its send-tropical -\erdure, is sure to 
attract the attention of American 
wheelmen, and when wheelmen get 
their eye on a country it is certain 
that the condition of its roads will 
speedily improve. In the case of 
Cuba,' however, wheelmen will find 
that their task will be not so much 
the improvement as the creation of 
roads, for practically no roads worthy 
of the name exist, and even the streets 
of the cities and towns are iu a 
wretched condition. 
Were the pa- 


tient native mule endowed with speech 
like his kinsman of the Balaam story, 
he would undoubtedly cry out against 
what passes for a street in a typical 
Spanish town. It will sound a little 
strange to read of century luus being 
made in Cuba, but the thing may hap- 
pen, and that, too, before many years. 


In the winter, with the improved 


sanitary conditions that -uill soon ob- 
tain in the Cuban cities, the island 
will become a favorite resort for a 
multitude of Americans. The beau- 
tiful Isle of Pines will probably be- 
come one of the most popular places 
in the West Indies. 
Even in the 


midst of their fierce fighting our sailor 
and soldier boys were struck by the 
charm of the country around Santia- 
go. Scattered about in the sugar dis- 
tricts of Cuba are splendid sugar plan- 
tations owned by Cubans and Amer- 
cans, whose owners, under a decent 
and stable government, would soon 
open up the country by good roads 
and other improvements. Then there 
is the centre of the island, as yet 
practically unemployed and unknown, 
but said to contain great forests of 
valuable woods. It will not be long 
before this terra incognita will be 
opened up under the stimulus of 
American 
enterprise. 
Towns will 


arise, railroads will be constructed, 
and then about that time along will 
come the wheelmen, not long after 
which we shall hear of this, that and 
the other bicycle path or path run- 
ning, it may be, through a grove of 
palm trees, while the air is laden with 
a tropical fragrance and "Ike stillness 
of the forest is punctuated with the 
notes of strange birds. If the adven- 
turous American wheelman fails to 
take advantage of this new and de- 
lightlul experience, we have very 
much misjudged him. 


General Boy Stone has already 


spent some time in Cuba, but his 
duty there has been simply to advise 
in the building of temporary military 
roads for the use of the army. 
But 


it may well be that these temporary 
roads will become the uucKci of per- 
manent roads, just as the points near 
Santiago at which engagements with 
Spanish troops have taken place may 
become interesting towns and villages 
with American names in the new Cuba 
which is to be. Indeed, it is inevita- 
ble that this American invasion of the 
island is going to make many changes 
in its geography and topography. 
While the more inaportaut places wiil, 
of course, retain their names, Ameri- 
can industry and commerce will create 
new centres of life and trade and de- 
velop to their fullest extent the splen- 
did opportunities for growth and 
progress that have been so shame- 
fully neglected by Spain. But to re- 
vert to our first thought, 
Cuba is a 


natural paradise for the wheelman, 
And when he finds it ont he is going 
to see that good roads are built.— 
New York Tribune.

There ib a daah of romance in the

married a beautiful half-caste 


Hawaiian girl and brought up a large 
family of daughters. So upright, hon- 
orable and just was Ah Foug in all 
his dealings that he won universal 
respect. 
From a plantation hand he 


became a planter, merchant and mil- 
lionaire. 
On the outskirts of Hono- 


lulu he built a residence which, with 
the tropical gardens surrounding it, is 
described as a dream of loveliness 
and beauty. His daughters were edu- 
cated in the United States and became 
the most beautiful and accomplished 
young women of the Hawaiian rnetrop- 
polis. To their soft Polynesian beauty 
was added the brilliancy of the Orient 
and piquancy and chic due to the ad- 
mixture of the American blood, and 
their society was sought by the most 


s istocratic in the city. 
One of the 


daughters married Captain Whiting 
of the United States navy, another a

He was never Christianized and always 
wore his Oriental garb. It was a curi- 
ous sight to see this full-blood China- 
man in his magnificent home or driv- 
ing out iu the family carriage with his 
troop of beautiful daughters, almost 
as white as American girls and dressed 
as such. 


The departure of Ah Fong from 


Honolulu was as romantic as his com- 
ing. 
About ten years ago one of his 


grown-up sons in China visited his 
lather in the islands and induced him 
to return to his first wife, whom he 
had not seen for twenty-five years. 
He told his Hawaiian family of his in- 
tention to go home, never to return, 
and made the most liberal settlement 
of his property upon his wife und chil- 
dren, so that they were almost mil- 
lionaire?, while Ah Fong weni back to 
China almost as poor as he came. 


Dr. Thompson was formerly sur- 


geon of the monitor Monterey, but 
went to Honolulu on the Collier Bru- 
tus, being transferred there to the 
Mohican. 
Now that the war with 


Spain is over, Dr. Thompson expects 
to resign from the navy, marry his 
young fiancee and settle down in 
Honolulu to practice his profession.

Miss Leota Elliott of Danlorth, Me.: 
and Miss Esther A. Prescott of Pitts- 
field. 


For the last two seasons thc.so 


women have trained their own horses 
and driven them in circuit lacoH. 
They are all young, educated, repre- 
sent good old Yankee families and 
have become tiist-class wbips. 
Each 


of them has been familiar with horses 
from childhood, und from their arl'ec- 
tion for and the care of their lavorites 
they ha\e become interested in the 
development of finely bred horses. 
At tho circuit races where they have 
driven each is atvompauied by her 
husband or members of her family. 
They have been well received and 
treated with politeness and deference. 
j>To critical or unpleasant expressions 
seem to have been heard from the 
gieat crowds who saw them racv. 


• liecently, at Pittsileld, Me., these 
women all entered horses in the ^.2-i 
class trotting race, and the 10,000 
spectators cheered themselves hoarsa 
as they answered the call of the start- 
er's bell. It is the second nice that 
has ever been trotted on n circuit 
track under the rules of the National 
Trotting association in which women 
appeared as diiveis and it was a fair 
and earnest effort for the best horse 
to win. 


Mrs. Meader landed the race. Her 


horse, Meader Boy, is a fine bay 4- 
year-old gelding, which was trained 
entirely by her. Mrs. Meeder is 28 
years old, a brunette and small of 
stature. 
Her driving was skillful and 


she remained cool and undisturbed at 
the finish, when the crowd went wild 
with excitement. Mrs. Meader wore 
a costume similar to that generally 
adopted by women for bicycling— 
short skirt, high boots, shirt waist 
and small, close-fitting cap. 


Mrs. Crosby 
drove Linnie G., 


trained by herself, and won second 
money, 
bhe has the reputation of 


being the best woman driver in Ameri- 
ca. She has an attractive appear- 
ance, weighs 140 pounds, and is tall 
and gracetnl. 
On Cape Cod she has 


a breeding and racing establishment, 
where she has a number of first-class 
driving and trotting horses. 
. Miss Esther Prescott's horse was 
third in the race. She is an expert 
driver and managed her horse well. 


Pretty, blonde Miss Elliott, twenty- 


one years old, won fourth place, driv- 
ing Lady Goodwin. 


Mrs. Woodcock, who drove Mollie 


C., has been driving and handling 
her own horses for fifteen years, and 
counts them as her best friends. At 
her home at Spring Dale farm at 
Kipley she keeps half a dozen horsas 
always in training, and has also ac- 
quired a reputation as a teacher of 
acting horse?. 
After 
experimenting 


with many styles of dress, Mrs. Wood- 
cock has finally adopted a bloomer 
costume for track driving, which she 
finds is suitable. 


The first woman's race with bicycle 


sulky in the world was started last 
year on the same track. The experi- 
ment was so successful that it was re- 
peated in the circuit races just held. 


Other branches of the horse busi- 


ness that are successfully conducted 
by women are stock raising and veter- 
inary surgery. At P.csslyn, L. L, 
Mrs. Phebe Tabor Willets has a large 
stock farm and dairy, which, after 
years of hard work, she has devel- 
oped into oue of the be^t establish- 
ments of its kind. Mrs. Willets start- 
ed in with butter making, then be- 
came intei ested in the breeding of 
cows, and finally gave her attention 
also to horses. She does a large busi- 
ness in all three departments and is a 
member of the Guernsey Cattle asso- 
ciation. 


Veterinary surgery has been prac- 


tised frequently by women for the 
last five years, and in many cases 
with more than the ordinary degree 
of success. Last year a number of 
yonng women entered the veterinary 
college in New York, and one of the 
pupils of that institution of a few 
years ago has established n paying 
veterinary practice on Long Island-- 
New York Sun.
